BUSCH, Friedrich, German national, was arrested on 3 Jon 1945 
while trayelling with his family toward Innsbruck from Niederau. 
He admitted being the assistant Gestapo Chief in Innsbruck and 
also that he had worked in Gestapo Headquarters in Paris and 
Angers,, France »

Volkssohule in Berlin 

Attended Realgymnasium in Berlin 

Learned Banking business 

Worked at various Jobs as truck driver, 

taxi cab driver and office clerk 

Employed as clerk in the office of the 

Reiohsbahn in Berlin 

Joined N3DAP and SA« Became treasurer in ftA 
Joined the Eriminalpolizei and promoted to 
Astistant the same year 
Was discharged from the SA on grounds of 
having complained against two Obersturm- 
fuehrers charging them with being corrupt. 
Transferred from KTip to Gestapo the dame 
year. 

Promoted to Commlsar in Gestapo and trans- 
ferred to Trier 

Joined Allgemeine SS and was given a direct 
commission as Untersturmfuehrer to comply 
with his position as Commlsar in the Gestapo 
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One of the stipulations of receiving 
this comission was that Subject renounce 
his Protestant Church membership. 

1937: Became involved in an automobile accident 
in Trier as a result of which he was 
found guilty by an SS court who charged 
him with drunken driving. Pined B500 
BM and dismissed from the SS. 

1938: Served for two months in the Wehrmaoht 
as Flak Kannonier (AA Artilleryman) 

1939; Married in Limburg and transferred to 
Innsbruck. 

1940: Volunteered in Innsbruck in the Oebirgs- 
jaeger« (mountain trdops)t the 136th 
Reg’t» a home guard outfit. Served for 
3 months and then resumed his job as 
Gommisar of Gestapo in Innsbruck. Vfas 
called to Berlin where he was re-instated 
into the SS and given a direct commission 
of Eauptsturmfuehxer. 

1941: Transferred to Paris where he worked in 
the building of the Bef ehlshaber der 
Sicherheitspolizei and SD in Prance. (Per 
Subject *s duties end organisational set- 
up see Appendix I). 

Oct 1942: Transferred to Angers, Prance. 

Deo 1943: Went back to Innsbruck. Suffered a nervous 
breakdown and confined to his bed for three 
months. 

Apr 1944: Resluned work in Gestapo Headquarters in 
Innsbruck. 

Apr 1945: Contracted pleurosy and pneumonia. Y/ent 
to Niederau, Tyrol about 50 km from Inns- 
bruck and stayed with his family. 

Jun 1945: Apprehended by Americans while on the way 
back to Innsbruck with his family. 


IV. Subject's Activities in the Gestapo: 

Because of Subject's long police service he was the 
assistant Gestapo chief in Innsbruck under Obersturmbannfuehver 
Dr. NEDWBD .cJ (See Appendix II for personalities). However, he 
was not paid for this position as the RSHA only listed him as 
Xommisar. His duties consisted of reviewing all matters before 
they were handed out to the various departments. (Seeii^ppendii 
I). 


In Paris, Subject was an archive keeper on the lives 
of various French ministers and cabinet members. He v;o uld 
gather his information from newspapers and magazines which 
oarrled stories, speeches and photographs of these men and 
file them. ^ 
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In .^ng9rs, France , he worked in aeotion la of 
Dept IV which dealt with Comauni&t problems. (See Appendix 
I). He claims the French would try the ComiiUnlsts and 
Subject, with hie co-worker K OCH, , viould review the trials 
and suggest any ohsnges. — ' 

About the beginning of liar oh 1945, while Subject 
was in the Gestapo TTeod qua Hers in Innsbruok, an arnjy * 
deserter naned ru l / vto vea in the local 

prison, sent word that he wanted to speak to someone from 
the G estapo oonoerning a rei-istanc» movement in Inasbruok. 
WISDERy^ATOER speoified the Gebtapo and not the Kripo because 
he maintained that certain members of the Kripo were taking 
part in the resistance movement* He was released from prison 
and given the assignment by thv Gestapo to join the resistance 
movement. Toward the end of April, Ni:3]3ER('/ANGER told the 
Gestapo that the time was at hand to arrest the members cf 
the movement* Subjedt in the meantime became sick and the 
. case was turned over to an S3 Obersturmfuehror whoce name 
he can not reoell. About 30 or 40 P^rsonawer^ arrested, a 
among them a physician, Professor waa acoused 

of get ting deferments for men by declaring them .uj^t for 
military service, and two brothers named were 

presumably the leaders of the resistance group* During a 
.l^earing of these people it was discovered that a foreign agent 
ih\V active in the resistance. Upon capture he gave hla name 
lr\ 68 MtgTTeR J or , Pred, end said he was a Prenohman, but 

later admtted to*be an American* S ubjec t, elaims that 
despite his (BUSCH) Illness he took MBISR as a contact man 
between the advene lag Americans and the Germans* BOSCH 
claims that he saw the continuation of the war as useless 
and wanted to be instrumental In surrendering the Tyrol 
without a struggle* Subject, with liEIEH and the KTelslelter 
proceeded to the Gauleiter of Tyrol, Prenz HOPEH, to talk 
over tbe matter of using MEXER as a contaot with the 
Americans. Subject was too ill to stay but learned later 
that MEIER was used for the intended purpose* 

V. Agent’s Comments: • 

Subject belongs to that large category of indivi- 
duals who, after they heve been apprehended, try to excuse 
their membership in blacklist organisations by ”white-washing" 
themselves. Although it is not believed that Subject was 
with-holding any Information, he was constantly trying to 
impress this Agent with his "humanitarian nature" by citing 
cases of where he had relesaed persons from prison ax under 
the disapproving eyes of his superiors ahd even punished 
a man whom he had caught looting Jewish property* 

His importande from a Cl viewpoint lies chiefly 
in the list of Gestapo personnel he has been able to pro- 
vide. (See Appendix II). ..
